CUFTTJRE — The  best  soil  for  the  grroning  of  Beans  is  a well-manured, 
sandy  loam,  but  they  will  grow  well  in  any  good  garden  soil.  The  ground 
should  be  perfectly  warm  before  the  seed  is  planted,  and  in  this  section  of 
the  country  large  plantings  should  not  be  made  before  June  5,  although 
small  plantings  m.ay  be  made  as  early  as  May  15.  A light  frost  will  ruin 
Beans  and  seed  planted  in  cold  ground  is  liable  to  rot  before  sprouting. 
Planting  for  successive  <rops  should  be  made  every  ten  days  or  two  weeks 
until  July  15.  Never  cultivate  when  the  plants  are  wet,  as  this  is  likely  to 
produce  rust.

CULTURE.  Muskmelons  prefer  a light,  rich  sandy  Boil,  but  with  reasonable  attention  and  care  can  be  grown 
in  any  good  garden  soil.

When  the 
plants  begin  to  crowd  and  the  danger  from  striped  beetle  is  over,  thin  the  plants,  leaving  only  the  4 strongest 
plants  in  each  hill.  The  quality  of  melons  is  dependent  largely  on  weather  conditions  and  the  vigor  of  the 
vines;  unfavorable  weather  and  unhealthy  vines  produce  poor  fruit.  To  induee  early  fruiting,  pinch  back  the 
ends  of  the  laterals  or  side  shoots  of  the  vines.  To  make  certain  of  the  crop  the  ground  should  be  thorough- 
ly fertilized,  but  if  manure  is  used  it  must  be  mixed  well  with  the  soil.  All  the  varieties  we  list  are  recom- 
mended by  the  Michigan  Agricultural  College  for  Michigan  planting.

Peas  should  be  part  of  each  and  everyone’s  garden.  They 
should  be  planted  as  early  in  the  spring  as  possible.  It  is 
advisable  to  plant  for  early  varieties,  such  as  First  and  Best 
and  Alaska.  These  are  hardy  and  can  be  sown  about  two 
weeks  ahead  of  the  wrinkled  varieties  such  as  Nott’s  Excelsior 
and  Gradus.  The  early  varieties  come  on  faster  if  they  are 
planted  shallow,  a couple  of  inches  of  dirt  being  sufficient  to 
enable  them  to  take  good  root,  but  the  later  varieties,  or 
wrinkled  varieties  should  be  covered  about  two  and  a 
half  or  three  inches.  It  is  also  advisable  to  have  the  soil 
pressed  down  tightly  over  the  Peas.  They  should  be  planted 
in  succession  up  until  about  the  middle  of  June  in  this  lati- 
tude. After  that  time,  it  is  hardly  advisable  to  put  them  out 
any  more  as  it  is  exceedingly  hot  and  they  do  not  bear  well. 
Market  gardeners  and  those  using  Peas  for  sale  usually  buy 
the  small  bush  varieties  which  are  very  good  producers,  such 
as  Alaska,  for  the  reason  that  it  is  not  necessary  to  procure 
a supply  of  sticks  for  them  to  climb  on.  In  sm^er  gardens 
sticking  is  advisable,  as  this  keeps  the  vines  off  the  ground 
and  enables  the  peas  to  produce  better  and  larger  pods.  The 
seed  can  be  sown  in  rows  in  a very  satisfactory  way.  It  is 
best  to  sow  in  an  open  way  with  a hoe  the  full  width  of  it 
and  broadcast  the  seed  thinly  in  the  bottom. 

All  later  planting  should  be  of  the  wrinkled  varieties,  they 
are  better  yielders,  sweeter  and  very  highly  flavored.  A pound 
will  sow  a 50-foot  row;  84  to  112  pounds  will  plant  an  acre, 
'rhe  rows  should  be  2^/^  to  3 feet  apart.  The  ground  should 
be  kept  clean  of  weeds  and  grass,  otherwise  the  yield  would 
not  be  as  good  as  one  would  expect.  The  hard  round  varieties 
are  ready  for  use  in  about  50  to  60  days.  The  later  varieties 
in  about  70  to  85  days.

— Success  with  Tomatoes  depends  largrely  on  seeuring  a rapid,  unchecked  growth  during  the  early 
part  of  the  season.  In  March  sow  the  se^  indoors  in  light  soil  placed  in  a sunny  window.  For  those  who  do 
not  care  to  raise  their  oum  Tomato  plants,  we  suggest  buying  sturdy  plants  to  set  out.  We  grow  Tomato  plants 
by  the  thousands  and  can  supply  you  with  fine  sure-to-grow  plants.  When  the  weather  is  warm  and  settled  set 
the  plants  in  the  open  ground.

Pansies  are  too  well  known  to  require  any  descrip- 
tion, as  they  are  favorites  with  all.  For  best  results 
you  must  start  with  a good  strain.  The  finest  Pansies 
are,  as  a rule,  shy  seeders,  which  accounts  for  the 
difference  in  the  price  of  the  various  mixtures  offered. 

Panss"-  seed  germinates  and  the  plants  grow  more 
freely  in  the  cool,  early  days  of  spring,  and  for 
summer  blooming  should  be  sown  by  the  latter  part 
of  April,  or  early  in  May.  A soil  containing  a pro- 
portion of  leaf  jnould,  well  enriched  with  well-decayed 
cow  manure,  will  be  the  most  satisfactory  for  the 
growing  of  this  flower,  and  it  should  be  well  dug  and 
made  fine  and  level. 

It  is  a mistake  to  plant  Pansies  in  the  shade  of  a 
tree  or  building.  An  open  exposure,  where  the  wind 
has  a free  sweep  over  the  bed  is  far  better,  and 
Pansies  so  planted  are  free  from  the  long,  straggling 
branches  which  produce  few  and  inferior  flowers. 

During  dry  weather  the  bed  should  be  watered  daily. 

Seed  sown  in  April  or  May  will  produce  blooming  plants  by  the  last 
of  June,  which  will  give  an  abundance  of  flowers  throughout  the  re- 
mainder of  the  season.  About  the  middle  of  August  is  the  best  time 
for  starting  Pansy  seeds  for  early  spring  blooming,  as  this  allow?  the 
plants  to  go  into  winter  in  vigorous  condition.
